Skiles. To this union were born three children: Albert the 
second, deceased ; Roy Junior, and Bruce Skiles. 

Mr. Danzer’s progress in the Masonic Fraternity testifies 
to the esteem in which he is held. He was Master of Friend- 
ship Lodge, 1917; High Priest, Ithiel Chapter, 1918, and Thrice 
Illustrious Master Palestine Council, 1919. He is President of 
the Rotary Club of Hagerstown for the year 1922-23, having 
been the choice of the Hagerstown Rotarians. He is a member 
of the Chesapeake Consistory and Boumi Temple.

Due to the with- 
drawal from the school of our vice-president, Margaret Lewis was elected to 
the office. The year was terminated by our outing at Braddock. 

Throughout our third year, the class was quite active. Both girls and 
boys played their part in school athletics. Our class party held in February 
went down as the most brilliant affair in the history of the high school but 
our Farewell to the Seniors was not less successful. 

As soon as our Senior work was organized, the girls of the class of 1923 
initiated plans for the high school paper, ‘‘Hoo-wair-en-wat.” The girls also 
lent their aid to the boys’ paper, “The Y-Hi Breeze.” Our last class party 


preserved the record established by other parties of the class of 1923. At this 





time we are planning for climax of these four years—commencement day.

The Girls’ Glee Club was organized September 15, 1922, for the third 
consecutive year by Miss Electa Ziegler. 

Since the Club is by far the most popular organization at Broadway 
High School, there were a great many applications for membership. The 
‘andidates, limited to the Junior and Senior classes, were tested for quality 
of voice, and the fifty most talented became the personnel of the Club. The 
remaining candidates were placed on a waiting list to fill any vacancy caused 
by inattendance or withdrawal. 

The first public appearance of the Glee Club this year happened to have 
nothing whatever to do with music. The members, being necessarily very 
artistic and hence susceptible to almost anything, felt the call of the spirits 
when Hallewe’en rolled around. The fifty members, dressed identically alike 
in black and white Yami-Yami costumes, marched in the Mummers’ parade, 
held under the supervision of the Alsatia Club, and won the first prize for 
“organized bodies.” 

The Glee Club opened the observance of Education Week in Hagers- 
town on Sunday, December 3, 1922. Special sacred music was rendered at the 
morning service of Zion Reformed Church and at the evening service of St. 
?aul’s United Brethren Church. 

At Christmas, the Club again carried out its idea of carol singing in the 
corridor at Broadway, where the music can be heard throughout the building. 
Tt also assisted in the Hagerstown community singing on Christmas Eve. 

On February 4, 1923, the afternoon vesper service at the Y. M. C. A. 
was in charge of the Glee Club, which rendered special music in connection 
with the usual program. 

A group of spring songs by the Club provided delightful entertainment 
at the Banquet of the Teachers’ Association, held March 24, 1923. 

On April 10, in the St. John’s Lutheran Auditorium, the Club members 
took part in a concert given by the Masonic Choir of Hagerstown. 

As usual, an evening of Music Week will be devoted to High School en- 
tertainment, of which the Glee Club is always a main feature. 

Formerly, it has been the custom for the Glee Club to present each spring 
an operetta. This year, the Club is planning instead to give a concert assisted 
by the Senior Boys’ Chorus and a chorus of childrens’ voices during Commence- 
ment Week. The Club is now busily engaged in studying a number of songs 
with the hope that it may please its patrons with a varied and entertaining 
program.

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Surrey Senior Senate 


At the beginning of the second semester the study of Civics came before 
the Boy’s class of Senior Academics. We read of the handling of national 
affairs by the United States Senate, but reading was not sufficient. To make 
the study more comprehensive there was need of a means by which the methods 
employed could be given in concrete examples. So the class organized itself 
into a minature Senate. 

Charles Harp was acclaimed to the highest position of “President of 
the Senate.” Meetings held in caucus selected Senator Cox of Minnesota and 
Senator Schindler of Wisconsin, majority and minority floor leaders for their 
respective parties. 

The first days of the Senate were taken up in the introduction of resolu- 
tions and bills. These were then referred to the proper chairmen and they in 
turn chose a committee to investigate them. After being reported on as favor- 
able, debates were held on the questions at issue. Some of the most note- 
worthy debates that have so far taken place have been on the questions of 
whether soldiers should be given a bonus, and whether the amateur should be 
restricted to definite hours in which to carry on his radio communication. 
Both questions were very ardently debated, being represented on both sides 
by very illustrious speakers. Quite a few debates are calandered in the Clerk’s 
journal for the coming months and they promise to be just as interesting as 
the first ones. 

Mention must be made here of the source of our “Parliamentary Law” 
knowledge. It is present in the Senate in the personage of Mr. E. Russel Hicks, 
ex-member of State Legislature of Maryland. It was solely owing to him that 
the Senate became the success that it was. It was owing to his knowledge 
that we learned to frame bills, address the chair, make resolutions and an- 
nounce them, convene, adjourn, conduct a division, vote, answer to the roll, 
and to many other things in strict Parliamentary conformity. 

The conducting of the Surrey Senior Senate has produced many bene- 
fits. Chief of these is that we have learned how the legislative body of our 
country functions. Second we have learned what comes before the Senate body 
of TODAY. It has been a source of information on current National ques- 
tions. Third, we have learned to express our thoughts before a critical audi- 
ence. At the opening of the Senate we were self conscious and poor talkers, 
but after the speeches that the Senate began to demand from us we soon be- 
‘ame miniature orators, clearly expressing our views. 

In short, the Surrey Senior Senate has taught us what the legislative 
department of the United States of America is doing, how it is being done, 
and that we are capable to do it ourselves. When we are of age we will not 
be Democratic or Republican just because our fathers were of those politics 
but because we have learned political discrimination and can think for our- 
selves. We will not be reticent but will add our voice to the government of 
this country, thereby as much as we are able, keep politics from becoming 
corrupt, and at the same time preserving that delicate balance between liberty 
and justice that the United States of America enjoys to-day.
